Which 
three letters vnited in the word 1/ch, which is man, 
doth ſcrt before our eyes a wholſome doctrine for the

9- For inthe 9. ofthe propheſic of Ezechiel it is called the 


marke of ſaluation and preſeruation of the people from 
death and deltruion : as the blood of the paſchall 
Lambe was ſprinkled on the houſe poſts of the Ifraclirs 
to bea ſigne that when God ſent his deſtroying An- 

1 to kall all the firſt borne of the reſt ofthe people, 
their firſt borne ſhould be ſaued, and preſerued ; which 
marke was a figure of Chriſt his blood that ſaueth all 
true belecuers, from the deſtroying Angell and death 
eternall. Of this myſticall ſgnification of theſe three 
letrers vnired in one word, weare taught that God his 
true knowledge and worſhip (1 nifiedby the letter 70d, 
being inthe middle of the houſe ioyned with the mark 
ofthe letter Tas, which is a {igne of ſaluation contrary 
and againſt the deſtroying Angell, that that houſe is 
preſerued 8& kept fate againſt ſinne, and Satans machi- 
nations. This much forthe myſticall interpretation of 
the Hebrew letters in the word Berth that ſignifierh 


\ honſe, Note allo thatthis word Houſe is here figura- 


tively taken for man and woman, dwelling within one 
#houſe. Which is continens pro contents, as is, when 

the container is taken for the thing contained. 
The ſecond word whereby is ſignified the ſecond 
of the ſocietie of mankind, isthe Hebrew word 


Gmr,which doth conſiſt of three lerters,hauing in them 


a myſticall ſignification , ſhewing vs by what meanes 
all cities are to be conſerued from this diuifion where-

That 
God being in the eyes and licads ofthe Citizens, ſhall 
be the onely meancs to preſcrue and defend that Citic 
from diuifion, which doth bring foorth, as our Text 
faich, a miſcrable deſolJation. 


The third Hebrew word whereby is ſignified the 7h myfical 


moſt high and generall degree or eſtate of the ſocierie 4 pore 
of mankind , is the word K&ingdome, which doth come ,.,4 
from King, which inthe Hebrew language is called « Xizx, 


Melech ; and confiſteth of three letters allo : the firſt 
is Aem which fignificth water,andis of the duall num- 
ber, becauſe that there are ſuperior and inferior waters, 
which in their myſticall fignification doe denote and 
ſignifie ſpirituall and temporall Life. As Chriſt in the

water of life : the ſecond is Lamed, which fignifieth 
knowledge and doctrine: the third is Caph which ſig- 
"herhthe hand, and is figurariuely taken for ſtrengeh 
and force of armes,and for the hand of luſtice : the vni- 
on or coniun&ion of theſe three letters in the Hebrew 
word Melech, which by interpretation is called Xing, 
doth teach vs what is required in this moſt excellent 
office of a King, to wit, that he be a fountaine or water 
of life and felicitie to his ſubieRs, by maintaining the 
water of life,which is true religion: that he retainetrue 
doctrine and learning within his kingdome. For the 
adminiſtration of iuſtice, and preſeruation of his peo- 
ple: that he hauc in his hand the ſword of iuſtice which 

is 


sf 
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is here ſignified by a mighty hand or a hand of force. 
That he may be able to reſiſt the violence of forraine 
enemics, and punith the rebellious murtherers and op- 
preſſors inthe Land, Alſo the word Mclech doth figni- 
fie in Hebrew, counſe/l, and.inthe Greeke tongue it is 
called Bea; that isto ſay, a King is Bezis xa7, the foun- 
dation of the people. Wherby we learnc that the coſi- 
ſell and wiicdome of a King is the foundation of the 
whole eſtate of his ſubicts, who hereby are preſerued 
from all diviſions, faftions, and diſſencions, whereof 
commeth deſolation as Chriſt teacheth vs in this Text. 
The Poer Homer calleth Kings d1oreepdis enutriti 4 Tour 
nouriſhed by God, admoniihing therby that as a child 
doth participate of the nature of his ource : Euen fo 
Kings ſhould participate the nature of God, who is 
theirnource. This > 9% xe of Kings with. God'is 
effeQuared by exerciſing themſelues in God his word, 
and ruling their kingdome according as they arc 1n- 
| ſtruted by God his law.. As it is written in eur... 
| 35D The worddiuiſion inthe originall language is cal- 
2 E nt led Peleg, which word doth conliſt of three letters :

By the which three letters conjoyned in one word is 
miſtically concained the cauſes and effects of Diuiſion.

ſention. By the which myſticall interpretation we are 
in{truced of the whole nature of diuiſion to this end, 
that we may ſce how dangerous a plague diuiſion is, 
w one of vs may learne to auoide the 
ſame, Of all chis we gather that Dius/o# is the ſepara- 
tion and partition of things that ware before vnited; 
wherealſo wecolle& that Vniondoth goe before Di- 
uiſion, and that the one iscontraric to the other. The 
phraſe-and manner of ſpeaking of Chriſts maternall 
= e (which wasthe language of leruſalem) doth 
m—_ in chis Text the inward operation of diuiſion, 
withgreater force and efficacie then-the Greeke lan- 
| For where the Grecke text faith (diuided wy 
| ivife againſt ir ſelfe) the Syriack hath Gnal napſcheh 2- row SY 
gainſthisown ſoule. Signifying thereby thatthe foun- 
| taineof diviſion is rooted inche foule, hart,and minde 
of man, whereby we are taught that vnion which is 
contrarie todiuiſion, mult begin in the hart and foule 
of man. Therefore ler all men that loue God, who is 
| the Godof vnion,andenemy to diuiſion,gratiouſly dil- 
_ poſe their ſoules, harts, and mindes tothe performance 
and accompliſhment of this bleſſed Vnion of thisIland.

the Iland of Great Brittannie in one kingdome in the 
members, as God hath vnited them alreadie in one

| faked 2, AndbecauſeI hauc heretofore (hewed you,that the 
' aedef «little beginning of all ſocietic inthisearth, is by the Vnion 
wm andconiundionof man and woman together, I will 
(by God his grace) repreſent vnto youthe image of a 
kingdome both inthe ourwerd and imward man. For 
| this effet weſhall marke that man is called by the Phi- 
 targiregues, loſophers wyizerwer that is, alittle world. Becauſe the 
harmonie of all the Elements is found inthe edifice and 
building ofthe man in the coniunction of the which, 
mans preſferuation doth ſtand, as by their diuifion his 
deſtructionenſueth. Andſeeingthe world is made of 
purpeCamnuiis many —_ we may alſo call Man wrycCenaiie a 
lietle kingdome,as before we heard he was called a lirtle 


world. 
Harp Inthis little kingdome ofthe ourward man,the head 
wiwerd man, is the King, and foueraigne gouernour of the whole 
body, becauſeby the head, there doth come nouriſh- 
ment andfoode to the body : Andas in a kingdome 
there be many, members, that is, ſubie&s, vnder one 
King : cuen ſo in this kingdome of the outward man 
there be many members, as the armes, hands, legges, 
and fecete, which are as officers, and vnder-gouernours,

rothehead their'King: By: whoſe adminiſtration the 
head diſtributeth equallie to all his membersfood and 
nouriſhment. Letvs apply this fimilitude of wy clanaiie 
inthe outward man'to ourſelues: ſeing the whole peo- 
ple of this Hand is alrcadie Vnited vnder one head,and 
ſceingthearmes, hands, legges, and feete arc ryed to 
the obedience of this their head. Andthatthe head and 
the members are ##ſo iure, & 1pſo fatto, by law and by 
thedeedeitſelfe Vnited. Letno man be ſo vnreaſona- 
bleto ſeparate them, for in ſo doing they do but throwe 
ſtones againſt rhe heauen. For how can the armes, 
hands, legges, and feete ferue the head in the nouriſh- 
ing ofthe whole body, if they were onely vnited in the 
headand divided amongſt rhemſelues?It the hands and 
armes were divided one from another, and ſeparated 
fromthe whole body,irwere then impoſſible & againſt 
naturethat this body could be nouriſhed,by the worke 
andinduſtrie of the hands : and againe, if the feet were 
diuided from the head,and the re(t ofthe body,and the 
one from the other, the head muſt needes fall to the 
round. Therefore let not the hands deny the ſeruice 
uetotheir head, which confiſteth in preparing and 
adminiſtrating foode to vphold and nourith the Thak 
andthe whole body. The force of both the armes, and 
hands.doth come from the head to the body, and from 
the head to the armes. Let notthe feere, and legges de- 
ny theirſeruice in carying of their body, becauſe from 
thence commeth their nourithment and foode. Bur ler 
vs apply this doctrine more particularly to our (clues. 
The head of this Iland, the &ines Maieitie, hath vni- 
tedin his Royall perſon the armes, hands and legs of

this body,which is this ki of Great Brirrannie; 
to wit,the South andthe. rin one obedicnce,and' 


ſeruice, whoſe ſtrength and nouriſhment doth. flow. 
from this head as from a fountaine : So-hauing; this 
conſideration before you, iudge and ponder with your 
ſelues what a miſerable and dangerous ctiare it were, 
that 6neof the armes, hands, or teete ſhould draw to it 
ſelfe,the whole foode which commeth from the head, 
and not to ſuffer his fellow to be participant thereof. 
Therefore letnotthe armes of the South, I meane the 
Officers,and great Gouernors in the South,atrributero 
themſclues onelygsrthe whole ſuſtenance and nouriſh- 
ment that doth come fromthe head, rhatis ro ſay, pre- 
ferments, ofices,and _ as well Eccleſiaſticall as 
Temporall, excluding trom thence the fellow arme of 
the North, whicl is the other, arme of this body :and 
on the other parr letnotthe artne of the North, which 
is the otherarmeof this body, withdraw from his fel- 
low the offices,preferments, and dignities that proceed >. 
fromthe head, which equally (hould pertainetothem 
both. Burt according to the diſpoſition of nature in this 
purgef27a4iz OC little kingdome, Let both the armes be 
equally participant of the benefits, that comefrom 
their head. Thus much concerning a perfe& and ſtable 
Vnion betwixtthe members and the head, and of the 
Vnion ofthe members amongſt themſ(clues.

He did place this ſpiritural king of the;mward manin 
| his head, as inathrone out of the which he ruleth and 
| »© diſpoſethallthe aQtions of man, prouideth and fore- 
| ©  ſeethto keepehis ſubiects which are 1re, Metus,Cupido, 
| anger, fearc, couctouſneſle, in good order and tempe- 
raturez of the which it will pleaſe you heare Claudianms 
| words as followeth.

Thatisthe maker of man, didplace the ſubietsof 
this King of the i»ward man, inthele parts of the body 
which are vnderthe head and necke, as in a fit ſtation, 
ward, or (ſtanding placeto obey the commaundemene 
of their foucraigne Lord, rhefirſt of theſe ſubiecs na- 
med #r2, anger , hath his ſeate in the hart which isfull 
of heat : the ſecond Metws , feare hath his ſeate in the 
_ lights: the third Cwp1ido,defire,concrouſneſſe, 
his ſeatein Tecore, in the Liver. Let vs draw this 
example ofthe image of the kingdome, inthe 1nward 
man to our ſelues, in this vnion of great Britannie, 
which great worke is now in hand , for euen as Mens 
or Ratio is theking, who ruleth , and keeperh inorder 
his ſubic&s, to wit, 14, merws, cupido,cucn fo the king 
and head of this Iland muſtkeepe his ſubiecs in the 
South and inthe North , thatare as divers of nature as 
Ira, metus, cupido, in order & temperature, leaſt 
that not being cerned by their King,they 
fall into a lamentable diuiſion, whereupon will Plloy 
according to Chriſts words in this text, a moſt miſera- 
ble deſolation (from the which I pray the Lord deliuer 
vs) So that I concludeif we be vnited vnder one head 
and oneking, we muſt be vnited amongſt our ſelues,or 
els be diſobedient to Reaſon our King: This if we do,all 
the members of one body ſhall agree in a harmonie a- 
themſelues , and be participant eueric one of 

his fellowes benefits , in ſomuch thar the heate of the 
hart, wherein wrath and anger dwelleth mult partici- 
pate of the moiſt and cold of the lights, that is , the fu- 
rie of wrath and anger muſt be ruled , and brideled by 
the feare of god, and of theking his Lieutenant heere 


on 
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on earth, which otherwiſe gerring looſe bridle raines, 

would curthe whole kin —=_ by diuiſion in pieces: 
Allo the reſpiration and breathing of the lights muſt 
temperate, and moderate the ardent hear of defire 
and couetouſneſſe chat is in theliuer. So that ye may 
ſeethe three inward parts of man, which are ſubic&ro 
their king rea/on,muſt communicate one with another 
all their offices and commodities, otherwiſe the ſub- 
ies of the kingdome of the iwward may could nor 
=_ themſclues in the obedience of Reaſon their 

ing. 

Ofthis we learne, that by the figure and type of this 
kingdome of the inward, man the whole people and 
ſubies ofthis Iland ſhould conſider , thar if they will 
follow the law of their king reaſon ( which they mult 
needes doe, or els they cannox remaine vnited with 
their ſoueraigne king,whole kingdome is ruled by rea- 
ſon) itbehouerh chem all to make euery one partici- 
pant of an others helpe, and aide, in communicating 
mutually one to his neighbour, and fellow the emolu- 
ments , and preferments on both the ſides. For when 
thehear of the hart is withdrawen from the cold moiſt- 
neſſe ofthe langs and humiditie of the liver * or when 
the lights, and theliuer doe withdraw their refreſhing 
from the heart, then the kingdome of the inward man 
is broughtto confuſion, and defolation , by the diuiſt- 
on of chedubies in withdrawing the commodities. 
onefromanother which ſhould be common to both. 
Ye ſee now what meane 3 thatif the people of the 
South withdrawe the commoditie of their heat from 
the North; and onthe otherpart, ifthele of the _ 
withdraw 
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withdraw the- refreſhing of the heat of the Sourh : 
There is no doubt, I ſay , bur-if ſuch diuifion were ſuf- 
fered by Reaſon our king, it would bring forth erc ic 
werelong ſucha diſterperature among his ſubicQs, 
that inthe endin, of yoion, there ſhould be no- 
_ miſc deſolation and confuſion, which is 
the fruite of Diuiſion, ſpoken of in our text. 

Now letvs come tothe opening of the matter con- 
tained inourtext, hauing alreadie amply cnough (po- 
ken ofthe myſticall dorine , colleQing the ſane our 
ofthe lirerall ſenſe. Chriſt in theſe words (euery king- 
dome) dothreach vs , that there is diuer{itic of king- 
domes, to wit, thekingdome of God in heauen, the 
kingdome of Satanin hell, and the kingdome of men 
incarth.And againethekingdome of men may be ſub- 
deuided into the kingdome of God &the kin of 
Satan amongſt men. This kingdome of God is com- 
poſed and made of theele&t number of true belecuers, 
which are predeſtinated and preordained to life euer- 
laſting | before the foundation ofthe world was laied, 
The kiggdome of Satan, in earth is made ofthe whole 
number of che pans ( who are ſet downe more 
nigra oy; S.Pauliathe 13 tothe Rom.andin the

ons, Idolaters , all contentious and (cditious per- 
ſons, murtherers, drunkards,  gluttons &c. and in a 
ward all other wicked offtendours, who as $. Paultea- 
—_ vs ſhall acuer enter -into the kingdome. of 

The kingdome of God in heauen doth confiof 
CArchangels, Angels, Cherubins, Seraphyns, vec 
wEW i) Thrones, 
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Galat.vetl. 19.)as adulrterers,all vncleane 
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Thrones , andall other ſorts of ſpirits called by S. Paul 
aunvyyud THT: miniſtring ſpirits', who doe praiſe 
and — continually their Creator with hymnes, 
and ſpirituall ſongs,ſurpaſſing the intelligence ofman 
in this earth, liuing in an incomprehenſible and vn- 
ſpeakeable felicitic and happineſle in an inacceſfable 
light, who are guided by the everlaſting wiſdome,and 
prouidence of the cternall , omnipotent , and onelic 
good God. 

This celeſtiall kingdome was from the beginnin 
eſtabliſhed in vnion: Bur Satan who was created in al 
perfection, and for his brightneſle (by the auncient Fa-

no diuifion, in his ownekingdome,as we are taught in 

this Chapter ; yet he is the very fountaine, & wellpring 
of all diuifions,both in the pe of God and man, 
fromthe beginning of the wor : to the endthereof. -

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Forthe better vnderſtanding of this word Diu1/ion 
which is in my Text, you mult know there be three 
kinds of Diui/ron, viz. a diniſion berwixt God and 
man: a 4;«1/ion betwixt man and man, and a din/ion 
berwixt countrey and countrey. The 47ui/1on beryixt 
God and man doth come by Idolatrie, and finne: the 
dini/ion berwixtman and man, is partly by duerſitie 
in Religion, and partly by ambition, in hunting after 
dignitics,honours,and preferments,of which als doth 
come the dini/ion of countries and lands. 


Sendry ſortzof As we haueſhewed you how many kindes of Diut- 


| Deſolation, 


fon there be, now it followeth tro thew how many 
kindes there be of Deſolation.” There is a deſolation of 
mens goods,which doth fall outby robbing, ſtealing, 
forfling, ſpoyling, burning ſhipwrake, and all other 
meanes that may be to the preiudice of mens goods. 
There is a ſecond deſolation of mans body,which doth 
fall out, by plagues, peſtilence,or by the ſwordin ciuill 
or forraine warres: There isa third deſolation of mans 
ſoule, which doth fall out by Idolatric, apoſtafic and 
blaſphemiczof the which all other ſinnes doe proceede. 

Hauing ſhewed you what Diui/ton and deſolation 15, 
and their kinds, I purpoſe (by God his grace) for the 
better expoſition of my Text, to ſet ſurnmarily before 
your cyes,as Peers, the moſt notableexam- 
ples of the Diviſion of arms, Cities, and houſes 
mallages :together with their deſolation which doc 
follow onthe other, as the effec the cauſe : Morcouer 
we ſhall ſee, that diuiſion is a puriiſhment and a curſe 
of God laid on mankind : as by the contraric Vnion 


&a great bleſſing of God amongſt all eltates and con- 


ditions 
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ditions of men,which we ſhall doe to this end,thatlay- 
ing before you the good fruits of Vnion, and the mi- 
ſeries and calamitics that doe flow from diuiſion of 
kingdomes, countries,and houles, that all theſe things 
| may ſerue,for your inſtructions who haue now in hand 
the conſideration of the blefled Vnion of this Hand of 
Great Britannivinco onekingdome,which is alreadic 
vnited in our head our dread Soucraigne the King his 
Maicſtie. 

Dini- 
tionofthe world, was inuented by Satanthat old Ser- {*nwentet 
pent, by the which there came a miſerable defolation * © 
vpon all mankind. For foone after the creation of Man 

and woman, who was created in an angelicall nature, 
Vnited with God, and having the viſible communica- 

tion of Gods preſence, was placed in a habitation of vn- 
ſpeakableioy and telicitie : Bur Satan vpon hatred and 

enuic did ſeduce and deceiuethe womans mind by ly- 

ing, and falſe perfwaſions,and by the woman the man, 

with a conceite of vaine glory, thatthey thought to be 

like Godin —_—_ 0 being thus waies ſeduced by 
Satan;they brake and violated Gods commandement ; 

of the which came the firſt diuifion berwixt God and 
man,and after the diuiſion tollowed a miſerable and la- 
mentable defolatiov vpon the whole race of mankind 

which dayly in our owne perfons by dolefull experi- 
encewefind to be true. For being created immorrall 

they became ſubie both to the death of the ſoule,and 

the death ofthe body, and were caſt out of that place 

of vnſpeakableioy and felicitie, which in the originall 
languageis called Gan-heden a Garden of  plexſure ins.

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to a moſt barren and infertile foile, wherein he thould 
labour hardly and purchaſe his bread by the {wer of his 
face, till he returne againe to the earrh. Vpon the other 
, God who is the fountaine of charitic, loue, and 
Vaion, yea charitie it elfe, did begin his kingdome al- 
ſo amongſt men, whereby ar the time preordinare in 
his incomprehenſible. prouidence , he ſhould ouer- 
throw thekingdome of Satan.God,I ſay,did beginthis 
his kingdome inthe very fall of man, in that bleſſed 
promiſe, which he made to Man,when he faid,that the 
ſecede of the woman ſhould bruſe and deſtroy the head 
of the Serpent. 

The Gedenamph of the beginning of the kingdome 
of Satan inthis earth by diuifton, is in his praQtizing 
of the diuiſion of the houſe of Adam. Who hauin 
two ſonnes, Satan eſtabliſhed his kingdome amo 
men in the perſon of Cain. For Cains hart being pufted 
vp with _—_ and pride, by reaſon of his birth- 
right (whereby he pretended preeminence aboue his 
brother Abe/l, both inthe fauour of God, and in re- 
gard of religion) he offred vp a Sacrifice ro God,which 
was reiced, becauſc he offered the ſame with an euill 
mind. But Abell rhe ſecond brother, hauing his hart 
filled with loue, and humilitie, did offer a Sacrifice to 
God which was willingly accepted, becauſe he did of- 
fer it with faith, as Saint Paul doth teach vs inthe 11. 
Cap. to the Hebrewes. Of this Satan taketh occa- 
ſion, to ingenderin the hart ofthe elder brother anim- 
mortall inanimitie, and hatred againſt the yonger, ſo 
that by theſe meanes, Satan ſeduced Cain to murder his 
brother traiterouſly (as he himlelfe was a ——_— 

om 
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from the beginning.) This murther made a diuiſion in 
the houſe of Adam, which was the cauſe of a milſera- 


ble and pitifull deſolation that came to paſle by ſuc- 
cefſionot time, in the drowning ofthe whole world by 


the —_ 

But God on the other part, hauing a care of his pro- 
miſe of the bleſſed ſeede, did renue his kingdome a- 
mongſt men, inthe perſon of Seth, Enos, Enoch, and 
ſundry others,who werethe true and faithfull worſhip- 
pers of God, that bleſſed ſeede that was promiſed, in 
whom the ruine of man with God, did conſiſt. Yet 
notwithſtanding Satan continuing in his practiſes of 
diuifton againſt mankind,being deſirousto bringthem 
all colamentable defolation _ contuſon, did ſeduce 
the ie of godly Seth, and Enos, whomthe Text 
callechihe ſonnes of God, by the bewitching beautie 
of the daughters of men, to wit, the daughters of the 
Cainites,who were an Idolatrous & wicked people: of 
this vngodly mixtion, the generations of wicked Ido- 
htrousand blood thirſtic men, did ſo multiply, that we 


readein Geneſis the whole race of mankinde was cor- ge/6,1t, 


rupted, by falling away from God ; which diuifion 
brought in by Satan betwixt God and man, was the 
cauſc of miſerable deſolation. For God for the puniſh- 
ment of fuch wickedneſſe did deftroy the whole world 
except Noe, his wife, their three Sonnes, and their 
wiues,being ceightperſons onely that did find fauour in 
the fight of God. We ſee by this example, that it is 
molt true which is here ſpoken by Chriſt that Ewery 
kingdome, &c. For here we ſeehow Satan in this firſt 
age, did practiſe a generall mr inthe whole race 
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of mankind, by the diuifion which he brought into the 
houſe of Adam, 

Out of this dodtrine rhere may be collected a who!- 
ſome inſtrution,and warning to all che ſubiccts ofthis 
Iland of Great Britannic. But more ſpecially this doc- 
trinedoth appertain, for the inſtruction oftheſe, whom 
God and his Licutcnant hath aflembled at this time,to 
treate of the performance of this godly worke, of the 
Vnionof this Hand inonekingdome. Forcuen asthe 
firſt age which was before the deluge, did deſcend of 
one Father, and was diuded by diſcord amongſt bre- 
theren,and afterward by this diuifton brought to finall 
deſolation and deſtruction : Sothe firſt Inhabitants, of 
this little world, of great Britannic, (who are called by 
Virgil, dinift totoorbe Britanni,) were inthe beginning 
borne of one Father, buramongſtthemſelues by bre- 
theren diuided, who could not live together in loue 
and amitie: of this dinition , which hath beene for 
many yeers, many deſolarions did faltour, in the whole 
Iſland by ſundry cruell,& bloody wats: yet in our daies 
God bath ſhewed his mercy wondertully towards vs 
invniting vs al vnder one head. VVherby we are ay. 7s 
alſo, thar as thediuerſitic of heads, and Kings in this 
Iſland maderhe diyerſitic of kingdomes : Euen fo the 
ſingularitic of one King, and one head, maketh the ſin- 

tie of one kingdome: ſo that this whole Ifland is 
vnited s/o ture, & ſo fattoin that ſame vnited eſtate, 
inthe which it was before the firſt diuiſion thereof, in- 
rodiuerskingdomes. Therefore lerevery man thinke, 
thatir is, boch agreeable with law, and reaſon, that 
we be no moretwokingdomes, bur one, ſeeing we all 
confeſle 
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confeſle to have onely one head, and one King, 


The order of this matter doth lead vs to fet downe Pinifer of («x | 
before you, the beginning of the diuifion of countreies $35 > | 


and lands, berwixt people and people, of the which di- 
uifion, the whole multitude of kingdomes according 
tothe diucrſitic of languages did proceed inthe begin- 
ning of the renewed world , as weread in the hiſtoric 


of Genef. For Noah and his three fonnes, Sem, Ham, G.1c. 


and Iaphet did diuide the whole habitable world a- 
monglt cheirpolteritie. After the confuſion of langua- 
pes » Which did fall out a hundred yeares afterthe de- 
uge. Theauncient Greeke authors, whom Epiphani- 
us did follow in his Anchorato , did moſt confſtantlic 
hold,that thewhole Orient, which commonly is cal- 
led Afta, did fall by lot to the eldeſt brother Sem, and 
to his poſteritic + the whole South called Africa to 
Cham, and his poſteritic : the whole North and occi- 
dent commonly called Europa , to Iaphet and his pol- 
teritie : we haue the teſtimonie of this alſo inthoſe 
auncient Grecke hiſtories, and poeſies, which Horace 
did follow, inthe which he calleth the poſteritic of 
Iapher, Audax Tapeti genus: _ 
Inthisgenerall Hutſon ofthe whole world we may 
obſerue, that the gouernours and captdines 64 theſe 
people, which firſt did inhabire any land,gaue thekuſt 
names to that land or kingdomethatthey did inhabite. 
Ofthe which names there remaine as yer to our daies 


. ſome ſignes , markes, and remembrances of their firſt 


impoſition ; as for example, the countrey of Thracia, 
gat the name from Thyras one of Iaphetsſonnes; the 
country of the Grecians, was called Ionia from Iauan, - 


one 
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one of Iaphers children, who by the Grecians was cal- 
led Ion, etindeIones : The countrey of Moſchouia, 
whoſe people to our age are called Muſchouits , did 
take the name from Meichert , another of Iaphers ſons. 
Inthe 10.cap. of Genel. after that. Moſes hath named 
Iaphers poſteritie, he ſaich, thatthe Iſles of the Gen- 
tiles were deuided likewiſe by Taphets ſonnes accor- 
ding totheir families,and languages,and although the 
names of the gouernours, and people, who firit did in- 
habirethe ilands of the Gentiles, are not expreſſed in 
the Bible : yet we find them expreſſed by that moſt re- 
nowned DoRorEpiphanius in his _Unchorats, who 
afrer he had named and ſpoken of Iaphets poſteritie 
and progenie, he doth name in the end of his Cata- 
logue, Britanni, Scoti, Hiſpani : Inſulz vero ipſorum, 
Brittannia, Sicilia, Rhodus, ec. ſothat we (ce heere 
that. this Iland of great Brittannie ,- is firſt named a- 
mongſtall the Ilands ofthe world , by all appearance 
| at that time, as the greateſt. 
|. Theantiquicie VWhereby we may colle&, that this name of Bri- 
| _ 7 rannia, orBrerraniacommeth from the nameof ſuch 
' ehefrf#4ii- aone of thepoſteritic of Iapher, that did firſt deuide 
| ſrnef cw the Ilesof the Gentiles , vnto whom by lot this Iand 
_ms did fall. Therefore it is moſt certaine that as the reſt of 
the names of thekingdomes of Europe, did take their

- inga Ladder.Inthe ſame manner alſo, 7acobs name was

Text ſayerl, Strenue cgit cum Deo & cm hominibus, 
thatis, he played the part of a valiant wrettler, both 
with Godand man.

Euenſo we may 
fay, andthat not withourtreaſon,that the name of Brie- 
an-iah,is a propheticall name from the beginning, fore- 
ſhewing thatthe couenant of God! (hould be eſtabli- 
ſhed inthis Iland, at the appointed tim* by God.

Origen who lined about the 
ſame rime.,doth witneſſe the ſame. 

Alfothis propheſie that is contained myſticalliein 
the name of Britannie hath thrice come to paſſe in this 
Iland. Firſt, as is ſaid, it was accompliſhed in theprea- 
ching of Chriſts O—_— their Diſciples:Second- 
ly, inthetime of Conſtantinus Magnus by the vnion 
of the kingdome of the whole world with Chriſts 
kingdome : Thirdly, this propheſie is accompliſhed in 
our daics (as we thall heare more amply hereafter) in 
vs and our polteririe. For before our daies the coue- 
nant of God hath beene broken , and violated in this 
land, by the operation of Satan, whotransforming 
himſelte into an Angell of light, intakingvpon him 
the pretext of Chritts true religion, did changethe 
worthip of Chriſt,into the worſhip of Chriſts images, 
madeby the handes of man, of gold and filuer, which 
he made to be worſhipped , as Chriſt himſelfe. As 
Thomas Aquinas, and the reſt of that ſort, do teach.

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the ſubſtance of the humane nature of Chriſt preten- 
ding Chriſt, God, and man, reallic to becontained 
vnder the outward forme thereof, which they called 
by the nameof God , Creator, and adored him asthe 
trac God, both contrary to the Scriptures, and the 
auncient doctrine of the Trinicie , by the which no 
thing is to be adored extra hwnirrm conſubſtantialitar? 
Patristhat is not vnited in conſub(tantialitie with God 
the father, which vaion cannot be performedin the I-

Letalltheſubic&s of this Iland thinke, tharit is a great 
glory to them to be called Britannes, thar is to ſay,the 
people of Gods couenant, which after the name of 
Chriſtian is the moſt glorious and honorable name, 
that any man in che world may enioy, 

Ithinke I ſhould not diſcharge my duety, if in this 
place, I did forget ro thewyou the King his Maieſties 
great and laudable modeſtie, which he hath obſerued 
in reſtoring ot this auncientname, in ſo much that lay- 
ing a {ide all priuiledges, and prerogatiues dueto other 
Kings, in ſuch like caſes. For when the whole king- 
domesof the Orient were vnited tothe Aſſyrians,they 
rooke their names fromtheir ſoueraigne King : And 
when the Monarchic was tranſlated to the Perſians , 
that ſecond Monarchic receauedthe name of the Per- 
fians : and likewiſe inthethird, and fourth Monarchie, 
the peopleembraced the name and title of thoſe that 
weretheir Kings and Princes. So that by the Kings 
M. prerogatiue and priuiledge, ſeeing that —_ 
part is fallento his royall perſon, both by the ſawe of 
God, and nature ; the name of the former kingdome 
might have beene impoſcd to this kingdome, which is 
laſt fallen in his power : Weſce alſo thatthename of 
Fcott is inſert, by Epiphanins inthe Catologue of thoſe 
countries, that were diſtributed ro the polteritic of 7e- 
phet : whereof we may note the antiq11iric rhereof. So 
that all men may ſee, that looke with an indifferent 
eye, the great modeltic, the good conſideration, and 

| loving 
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louing kindnes that hath accompanied his Maieftie in 
this great worke, inſomuch that he hath not vied his 
oWne anvps ,- in bringing in a new name in this 
kingdomeof the South : Burt he hath onely reſtored * 
the ancient name of great Britannie, both to the South 
andthe North.” Totheend that he might extirpat the 
very ſcede of diuiſion, which hath beene theſe many 
yeeres deeply rooted amongſt vs : Butnow (God be 
praiſed) by the embracing of this godly Vnion, both in 
the head, inthe members, and in name, all matters of 
diuiſion, and contention, are to be buried in the graue 
of obliuion. For by this name of Bricannie, which is 
as much as Gods couenant we are viiited both in the 
corporall, and ſpirituall kingdom.

And firſt tet vs make our profit of the diuifion of coun- 
tries, and lands amongſt Neahs poſteritic. The cauſe of 
this diuiſion was, for that the ſpace of a bundred yeers, 
or thereaboutafrter Noah, the whole race of mankinde, 
did dwell together, as in one countrey without any di- 
uiſion. Bur who watcheth day and nightto cfta- 
bliſhhis kingdome by diuiſion of countries amongſt 
men,did ingender a deſire of vainc glory intheir barts, 
that they were about to build a rower which ſhould 
reach to heauen; all this was attempted by them, vt 
acquirerent ſibinomen, That thereby they might pur- 
chaſe themſcluesa name.But God did punith this their 
vaine glory, by the diuifion and contuſion of their 
tongues, being all before vnins laby of one lippe,and 
of one "anguage. This diuifion of tongues, was the 
cauſe that tae heads and gouernors of families, thar 
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were of one language, did ſeparate and diuide the | 
wholeecarth amongſt them, as we faid before z where | 
by the way we haue to obſeruethar diuilion of langua- 
cs was ſent vpon mankind as one of Gods curſes; for 
is nothing more forceable to maintaine Vnion 
and peace among(t men,then conformirie in language: 
as on theother part we ſee diuerſitie of tongues doth 
oy amongſt the nations of the

the Romanes having obtained the vniuerſall Empire, 
did eſtabliſh hai their owne language: Euen fo, 
when Chriſtcame intothe world,to citablith his king- 
dome by the preachin oC, he ſcat downe 
vpon his Dibzples , knowledge of all tongues, 
which was a ſpirituall Vion of them. Andcherefore 
God conuertedthecurſe, that came by the diuerſitie of 
language, into a great bleſſing, by giuing his Apoſtles 
thegifr of -——2 pr. of alltongues: So God 
57) nth the Vnion of chis I] land, by the Vnion of one 
languagein both chele nations,which came to paſle by 
Nees Yer God would not performe this Vnion 
of theleewokingdomes by conqueſt, which is a kind 
of violent Vnion; butin the tiine appointed by his in- 
comprehenſible wiſdome hath vnired vs not by a vio- 
lent, buta free and voluntary Vnion.

For firſt he drew away Jeroboam 
the King from God, by his Jeceirfullcounſell; next he

thatit Was a great vexation of body , and chargeable

We reade in Eſ4r.as and Nehemias how Dd- 
ris and Syru were conuerted tothe true Religion, 
and adoration of the only increated God,how they did 
reſtore the people of God to their owne countrey, and 
how they gaue great wealth and riches to build the ſe- 
cond Temple, which wasa figure of the eſtabliſhing 
of Chriſt his kingdom. 

In Ike manner when God did tranſlatethe Monar- 7) 't« Faimnef 
chiefrom the Perſians to Alexander and his ſucceſſors, [5% * 
wedoelearne by the hiſtorie of Flavins Toſephes, that clic, true Re 
Alexander himfelte did maintaine the Priefthoode, pra 
and Temple of Ierufalem, being in his voyage to War 1/6, antiq. 
againſt Darius ,& by theway betreging Tyrus, he gave /5. 11.c4p. vt. 
a command to rhe high Prieſt,& Senate of Tervfalem, 
that they ſhould furnith his army wirh all ehtngs nece{- 
fary for their ſiege. Bur beir:g refuſedby them,after the 
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winning of Tyrus, he wentto Ierufalemwith an inten- 
romny, te. the fame; butwhen he did ſcethe high 
Prieſt, and his brethren clothed with their clothes de- 
dicatedto the Sacrifice of the true God, who came to. - 
receaue him in a- peaceable manner, he did humble 
himſelfe in all reverence before the Prieſt, & gaue him 
all the externall adoration, which was ordinaric due to 
Kings,Prieſts, & Prophets,& being asked of his chicte 
Captaines why he did ſo : he anſwered, that before his 


expeditionin warre, there wasa God that did appeare 
to him, clothed after'the faſhion of this high Prieſt, 


Who did call him to the kingdome of all Aſia, and did 


promiſe the ſame to him. 

This was the cauſe that mooued Alexander to en- 
ter into the Temple of Ieruſalem, and Sagrifice tothe 
true God of Iſrael, which was a atatiue of the 
eſtabliſhing the Vniuerſall kingdome of Chriſt,by cal- 


 lingallnations in the world to the true Religion, and 


worſhip of the onely true God, from gentiliſme,Idola- 
try, and worſhip of a multitude of falſe Gods. After his 
death the Monarchy was diuided into foure parts, du- 
ring the which diuifion of kingdomes before vnited, 
the Church of God did ſuffer great troubles: Yet God 
did maintaine hir for atime,by Prolomewus one of Alex- 
anders fucceſlors, who did much good to the Iſrac- 
lites, and wasthe Author of tranſlating the Bible into 
the Grecke language, which was a meane to inſtru 
the Gentiles in the true knowledge of God, and of his 
religion;which as haute ſaid already,was a preparariue 
to-theeſtablithing of Chriſthiskingdom amongſt all 
the nations of the world.

other Kings and kingdomes, according to the prophe- 
cie of Damel :during theperfeRion of this Monarchic 24» 7-7: 
Chriſt did eſtabliſh his erernall kingdome, which was 
the calling of all the nations of the Gentiles from 
their Idolatric foretold by the Propher. 

Chriſt amongſt all eſtates ofthe world, did make 
choife of this vnited eſtate of all kingdomes vnder one 
King,$& Monarcheto begin his ſpirituall kingdom here 
amongſtmen. VVhereby we are taughtrhat the onely 
ſon of God did loue the condition of the Vnion of ma- 
ny kings in one, as being an Image of his heauenly 
kingdome, aboue all other eſtates. For the choiſe of 
Chriſts birth & Incarnation vnder the eſtate of Vnion, 
was a prophelic ofthe Vnion of Chriſts vniuerſal king- 
dome which wasto be ioyned with the earthlyMonar- 
chie. The beginning of the foungarion of Chriſts king- 
dome was inthe age of a generall peace eſtablithed by 
Auguſtus, who as we learne by the Romane hiſtories, 
Toto arbe pacato 1anumcluſit. did cloſe the Temple of

We are raughrby Ecclefiafticall hiſtories and others, 
that Chriſt lefus the eternall fon of his erernall father, 
after his crucifying, and aſcenſion by ſending of his A- 
poſtles through the world, did propagate the true reli- 
gibn and adoration of rhe increarted God inthe whole 
Romane Monarchie for the fpace of fiftie yeares : But * 
Satan who was, andasyertis, a vigilant watchman, a 
carefull ſearcher, anda bufic Biſhop did nor forger his 
divelliſhattemprs. For knowing - fo the preaching of 
= the Euangellwould deftroy his Temple , which was 
Ef fullof GemiliqueIdolarrieyhe did raiſe vp Ners,8 ma- 
Sulp.Sexer, ny ofhis ſucceſſors, to excerciſe many bloody and cru- 
Gly. el ecutions againſt Chriſts owne Apoltles and 
Difciples , forthe ſpace ofthree hundred yeares or ther- 
about. Hoping by ſuch cruell murdering of Gods holy 
Saints to abolith the true adoration and religion of 
Chriſt, andromainrainethetemples of his Idols and 
falle Gods . Bur that is true , which antiquirie 'doth 
ſay, Sanguis Mertyragy oft ſemen Euangely. The blood 
of the Martyrs is the ſced of the Gofpell. So that in 
thiscaſe Sa2zp was fruſtrated of his wicked expeRation 
that he had todeſtroy the truereligion by the _— 
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ofthe pretious blood , eucn as he was decciued when 
he ſeduced the people of the Iewes tocrucify the Lord 
of glory. For if Cates had knowen, that the crucifying 
of Chriſt Teſus , and the (ſhedding of the bloud of thar 
immaculat Lambe {hould tend to che ſaluation of man- 
kind, and of his revnion with God , he would notthen 
haue inſtigated the lewes to crucifie the Lordofglory;

wiaConfien- hehad been long a Chriſtian did returne to gentiliſme, 
S—_ and became aperſecutorz And (o by all thele victories 
this Britaine King became Emperour, King, and Mo- 
'narche of the whole world, who did make Lawes for 
theaboliſhing of Gentiliſme, and eſtablithing of Chri- 
ſtian Religion, 

We doe learne by this hiſtoric, how the propheti- 
call ignificarion of the name Britznnia, was LiGledin 
Conſtantinus daies,in whoſe pexſon,both the remporall 
kingdome of the whole world, and the ſpirituall king- 
dome of the true Religion of God,was vnited. Of this 
wecollect,that the reitoring ofthis auncientand glori- 
ous name of Great Britannie into one kingdome,vnder 
our neweCorſftantinws, is to be embraced by all men 
with great congratulation and gladnefſle. 

The Yajon of Secondly, we doe learne of this hiſtorie, that as

Foriris notoriouſly knowen 
thar by that happie mariage of King #enry the ſeuenth, 
heire of Lancaſter, and Elizabeth heire of Yorke, the 
cruell wars which were for many yeeres, berwixt theſe 
two houſes, were extinguiſhed ; and the Vnion in their 
royall progeny eſtabli ied:ourt of which mariage came 
King Henry theeight, ( who did begin to abolith Ido- 
latricin this Iland,) King Edwerd the ſixt who did efta- 
bliſhtrue Religion, and Queene Elizabeth of happie 
memory, who did embface all the daies of her life the 
rrucauncient Chriſtian Religion : vnto whom lineal- 
ly our Kings Maicſtic tucceeded, in whoſe Royall per- 
ſon is made the revnion of this Hand in one kingdome, 
as it was before in Conſtantinns Mrgnes daies, 

Letvs all then call co memor:e three great bleſſings, 7 re 5 ſing; 
which God hath powred foorth vpon vs. The firſt is a }7 07 
publike embracing of Chriſtian Religion, begun by anche nets 
King Zucizs andall his people, and aboliſhing of Gen. ©, wh dee 
nliſme, and Idolatrie, wherein God did preterre this ;#,,,2" 
and before all the nations of the world. The ſecond © 
bleſſing is, that God raiſed vpin this Hand Conſtanti- 
mus Magnus a Britains Emperour, in whoſe raigne 
God did vnite the earthly kingdoms with the ſpiritu- 
all. Thethire bleſſing is this laſt admirable Vnion of 
the South and the North in one kingdome, vnder one 
King and gouernour, inthe true Religion and worthip 
of God, byrhe whiclr Vnion this Ward is in the moſt 
happy eſtate of allrhe kingdomes of the world. God 
giue vs alt thanketull harrsro acknowledge the ſame,

lence andbloodſhed, all Gentiliſme, and Idolatric did 
abound ; I might ſhew you, how all cheſe things did

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raignen this Iland during the deuided eſtate of this 
kingdome, bar time will nor ſuffer me. 

erthe conſideration cf felicitie, (which doth low 4. «xtortation 
from Vnion) on the one fide; of miſery and calami- it jrrfor- ._ 


tie (which doth come by diuifion,) on the other ſide, 
worke mightily in the harts of all theſe, hom God and 
liis Lieutenant hath choſen ar this time, our of the 
South and North, tocntreate of this Vnion whereof I 
haue now ſpoken. And that they may learne what a 
dangerous thing it is, to leaue any little ſeede' of any 
former diviſion ; weareto take heede of Satans lyin 
deceprions, who is a buſie watchman ſeeking by al 
meanes to throw in ſome ſeede of diviſion amongſt 
men,to hinder & ſtay the good worke of Godzas mens 
particular commodities, & preferments,which are not 
of ſuch waight or importance in reſpet of this happie 
Vnion : Therefore, Tollantur 4 nobis nomina diniſtonts, 
Lerallche names of diuifion or diſcord be taken from 
amongſt vs. Lert vs alſo learne by theſe hiſtories of the 
Vnion, and diuifton of kingdomes, a very ſure rule (as 
I ſhewedyoualirtle before) that the diuifion of coun- 
rries in diverſe kingdomes doth come from the head 
Gouernours, who by deuiding of one kingdome made 
many kingdomes, as we feeinthe firlt diuifion of the 
world, and ſpecially in the diviſion of the kingdome 
of the Iſraelites 3; In the #h1rd Monarchie of the Greckes 
amongſt the foure fucceſſours of Alexander ; In the * 
diffolution of the Romene Empire into the Orient and 
the Occident : In the ({ubdiuifion of the kingdome of 
Carolus Magnus, inthe 0ccident; In the ſubdiviſion of 
Spaine, into many kingdomes. Inthe diuifion of this 
G 2 Iland, 
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land, imcomany kingdomes. So that the cauſe of di- 
viſion ceaſing by che Vnion of kingdomes, the peo- 
ple was vnited spſo ture & ipſo fatto, as Fraunce was 

during the firſt race of Kings called Meronmges) de- 
nided foure brethren imo foure Kingdomes : 
but ſo ſooneas all thoſe foure fell in one Kings hands, 
they wereall vnited po fatto, in one, ratione capitts, 
by reaſon of their head.. Likewiſe, we lane an exam- 
ple in Spain, and in South Britannic, when the lea- 
uen kingdomes did fall in one Princes gouernment, 
- they wereall ſeauen vnited p/o facto, ratione.capitis, 
by reaſory of the head : Euen fo, pars tre the South 
and North, being vnited vnder one Kg, it followeth 
neceſſarily that the Aingdomes are vnited amongſt 
themlſclues : ſo that by the Law of God and man our 
Grear Britannie is no more two kingdomes, but one 
onely; He thar _ himſelfe againſt this holy 
Vnion, doth offend his God, make little regard of his 
Prince and King, and hurteth the welfare and happy 
ſtate of this whole Iland. 

Let all men remember by the forcſaid examples, 
that the Vnion of kingdomes hath beene alwaies the 
furtherance and ſtanding of true Religion ; but diui- 
' fionof kingdomes hath beene the overthrow of true 
Religion, and aduancing of delatrie ; |ct all thoſe that 
loue God, perſeucrance in true Religion, proſperitic 
of theirnaturall X&7»g, and ſtanding of the Common- 
wealth of this Iland, (which is the common morher of 
vs all) be carctull of the performance of Gods worke, 
and puttotheir helping hand forthe furtherance there- 
of.
